I've used PIC microcontrollers for several projects, including a two-PIC 
transceiver. One runs the LCD display and DDS VFO, and the other handles 
other tasks (keyer, T/R). The two PIC's talk over an I2C serial line. I 
agree with most of the negative statements about PIC's but they have some 
nice hardware features. I really like in-circuit Flash programming and 
debugging. This allows you to test the hardware surrounding the PIC by 
single-stepping through the program. It's then possible to re-program 
without removing the PIC from the circuit. 


By the way, I've got a almost unused copy of Myke Predko's book "Programming 
and Customizing PICmicro Microcontrollers 2nd edition" along with the CD-ROM 
and unopened PCB for the programmer. It was $50 new, but I'll take any 
reasonable offer ($15 plus shipping?).

Others too, have reported microphonics, my RM-20 exhibited this as well. 
The most likely explanation is the hi-gain of the audio stage, required 
by the DC RCVR. I, and others found when the RM was connected to an 
antenna the microphonics diminished to an acceptable level. I also 
discovered that a sturdy case made a difference. My RM-20 was in an 
Altoids tin, when I transplanted it to a Mighty Box there was noticeably 
less microphonics, even with the antenna disconnected. 


Adding a 1 meg pot in place of R5 may also help. Tie one end of the pot 
to the wiper, and use the resulting part to replace R5. As the pot is 
rotated over its range the gain of the audio stage is raised or lowered 
[hence Audio Level control] and you should find a "sweet spot" to 
minimize microphonics. 


As for BCI there is a small mod to reduce this. Contact Dave at SWL for 
the details, I can't seem to find my notes at the moment. (might also 
check the QRP-L archives, I'm sure Dave posted this information.)

To his credit, I believe he does make some valid observations about the 
QRP community in general. As numerous discussions on QRP-L have 

shown, there are various degrees of commitment to QRP or even 

QRPp. Some are just minimalists, others have their own reasons for 
operating QRP into a wet noodle, while others yet, have arrays of phased 
yagis on 200' towers, fed by mw. To each his own. 


One observation I've made, while being a subscriber to QRP-L over the 
past 8+ years is that some of the QRPers think pretty highly of their 
achievements. Often they write to discourage new hams who show an 
interest in QRP (likely due to affordable access to HF), recommending 
that they gain experience in QRO before attempting QRP. Maybe I 

have been just lucky, but rare is the case when I can't snag a ragchew 
QSO at QRP on any given day or evening or SOME band, and I 

have never used anything but wire antennas that are configured as 

a compromise at best. In my experience, many of the QRPers I've 
worked are s-9 or better. Either they are lying or propagation is hot 
in their direction. On 15m for example, TX and CA QRP stations 

come blasting in here (NH) most every afternoon. Around 4:00AM, 

VK and ZL-land can be like shooting fish in a barrel with my OHR-500. 
I've broken DX pile-ups in JA, EA, and 9A-land while QRP/M into a 
hamstick. Maybe it's my VCC suffix, but I always get through by 

the 2nd or 3rd call. Sure they're running some power, but if they're 20db 
over 9 at my end, my 4.5w should be solid copy at theirs. It's not 
magic and it's NOT difficult. Well, except for W9KNI who expects to 
be able to work ANY station in any country at ANY time day or night 
regardless of sunspot cycle.
